Tonight’s Artists 


Keith Atkinson is Associate Principal Oboe of the Toronto Sym- 
phony Orchestra. Mr. Atkinson earned a Bachelor of Music degree 
from Indiana University, studying with Jerry Sirucek, and a Master 
of Music degree from Northwestern University, where he was a stu- 
dent of Ray Still. In 1981 he joined the San Francisco Symphony 
Orchestra as second oboe. In 1985 he became a member of the 
Toronto Symphony Orchestra. In addition to his symphonic duties, 
Mr. Atkinson is on the faculty of the University of Toronto, oboe coach 
for the national Youth Orchestra of Canada, and is an active recital- 
ist and chamber musicain. 


Amy Hamilton received degrees from the Eastman School of 
Music, Indiana University and Northwestern University, and is now 
a faculty member at Wilfrid Laurier University. She has performed 
with the Toronto Symphony Orchestra, Canadian Opera Company 
and National Ballet of Canada, and appears in solo recitals and cham- 
ber concerts. She coaches flute chamber music at the University of 
Toronto. 


Kent McWilliams has appeared as a soloist and chamber musi- 
cian in Australia, Austria, Canada, France, Germany, Poland and Por- 
tugal. His debut was as soloist in Rachmaninov’s Third Piano Con- 
certo with Kazuhiro Koizumi and the University of Toronto Symphony 
Orchestra. He has been an award winner at the competitions of 
Porto (Portugal), the Regina Symphony, the University of Toronto, 
and the "Canadian Music Competitons". Kent studied under Oleg 
Maisenberg a the Stuttgart Musikhochschule, after completing his 
Masters at the Univerisity of Toronto, with teacher Boris Lysenko. 
During 1990/91 he lived in Poland, studying with Andrzej Jasinski. 
He is currently completing his doctorate of Music with Marc Durand 
at the University of Montreal. 


Kathleen McLean, a native of Saskatoon, is currently associate 
principal bassoonist of the Toronto Symphony Orchestra. She has 
formerly been a member of the Victoria Symphony, the Canadian 
Opera Company Orchestra, and was acting principal bassoonist in 
the Toronto Symphony Orchestra for the 1988-89 season. As a busy 
chamber musician, she is a frequent guest artist at the Vancouver 
Chamber Music Festival and is a member of two Toronto-based cham- 
ber groups: Trio d’Anche and the Bassoonatics. She is a graduate of 
the Curtis Institute of Music. 





Joan Watson was born in Dauphin, Manitoba and received a Bach- 
elor of Music in Performance at the University of Victoria, B.C. She 
was principal horn of the Victoria Symphony for 10 years, then in 
1987 she moved to Toronto where she played first horn with the 
Canadian Opera Orchestra. Her musical activities included per- 
forming with the Toronto Philharmonic, Array Music, and the Es- 
prit Orchestra and most recently with a horn ensemble at the Glenn 
Gould Studio. Ms. Watson has been on the Faculty of Music at the 
University of Toronto teaching horn since 1987, and has joined the 
Toronto Symphony Orchestra as associate principal horn. 


FredOsachoff plays b-flat, e-flat, and bass clarinets for the To- 
ronto production of the Phantom of the Opera. He also records 
commercials for television and radio, teaches at his home and plays 
chamber music. Recently, he premiered a new Nonet by Talivaldis 
Kenins at the St. Lawrence Centre. Between 1989 and 1994, Fred 
toured extensively throughout Canada with Trio Mio. Mr. Osachoff 
studied with Loren Eckroth in Bismarck, North Dakota and Wesley 
Riest at the University of Nebraska-Lincoln. During his tenure as a 
student he also studied with Fred Arteel at the Ghent Conserva- 
tory in Belgium and with Geoge Silfies of the St. Louis Symphony. 
The Saskatchewan Summer School of the Arts, Domaine Forget in 
Quebec and the Aspen Music Festival round out his education.
